Written report clears 
city sewer of blame 


**It is highly probable that 
the sewerage system is not 
responsible for the roach 
infestation in the area,’’ 

That statement was taken 
from a report from the San 
Bernardino County Hea!th 
Service report to the City 
of Upland resulting from the 
roach inspection trip by 
State, county and city sani. 
tarians in north Upland last 
week, They did find some 
roaches, 

The report also stated 
that ‘‘, . .the general san- 
itation of the area viewed 
from the backyard and alley 
approaches revealed severa! 
undesirable conditions,’’ 

Following is the complete 
report: 

On Jan. 4, 1968,, the City 
of Upland requested our De- 
partment to conduct an in- 
vestigation of their sewer- 
age system in the areas of 
14th St, and 2nd Ave, to de. 
termine if cockroach infes- 
tations were in the city se. 
werage system, 

The survey was made on 
Jan, 8, 1968 in conjunction 
with the State Health De- 
partment, Bureau of Vector 
Control, 

The following data was 
collected: 

Of 34 manhole inspections, 
2 were found to contain the 
roaches, but 32 had no in- 
festation; 14 water meter

boxes were inspected, only 
one of which was infested: 
three gas meter boxes were 
inspected, none of which was 
invested, 

The specimens found were 
the Oriental Roach (Rlatta 
Orientalis), In respect to the 
number of roaches found, the 
water meter box harbored 
one mature roach and the two 
infested sewer manholes had 
25 to 50 and 2 immature 
Stages of roaches, respec. 
tively. This indicates that the 
Sewerage system is capable 
of supporting the roach in- 
festation but judging from the 
number of manholes with no 
roaches present, it is highly 
probable that the sewerage 
system is not responsible for 
the roach infestation in the 
area,

Unti! Jan. 7 airlift for 
parcels to servicemen over- 
seas was restricted to pack- 
ages weighing up to five 
pounds. Upon payment of the 
regular parcel post rates, 
these packages get surface 
transportation to the port 
of embarkation and are air- 
lifted from there to the over- 
seas posts on a space avail- 
able basis. 

There is no charge for 
this partial airlift and over- 
seas parcels weighing up to 
five pounds wil! continue to 
receive this service, the 
Postmaster said.
